Just a year ago, in an article which attracted 


much attention among; advertisers and adver- 
tising men, The Advertising Age pointed out 
the increasing acceptance of the value of ad- 
vertising in the Saturday issues of evening 
papers, which for a long time had been over- 
looked by national advertisers, as well as by 
the department stores. 


The department stores found that space re- 


strictions during the year 1919 limited the 
amount of space they could buy on other days 
of the week when there'was an advertising 
rush, and so, like the man who first driven by 
hunger to eat an oyster, proceeded cautiously 
to try the effect of Saturday advertising. The 
result was, they promptly wanted more of it. 


Looking over the analysis of The Bulletin's 


Saturday issues a year ago and comparing it 
with the most recent Saturday numbers a de- 
cided change is at once noted. 


It is not that there is a great" deal more line- 


age in the paper; there could not well be. The 
Bulletin has been compelled to limit its size to

But the department store advertising stands 


out in the latest Saturday issues with notice- 
able distinctness, Strawbridge & Clothier start- 
ed the experimentation by the Quaker City de- 
partment stores; they have their page each Sat- 
urday. 
Snellenburgs experimented with a 


page just a year ago; they have continued it, as 
a token 10 the success of the policy. Lit Broth- 
ers had a page a year ago; now they have two, 
Gimbel's is represented by a page also; and in 
the latest issue, Blauner's and Frank & Seder, 
All of these great stores are using Saturday 
space to concentrate on-their Saturday evening 
and Monday selling. 


Yet the small ads, which The Bulletin fea- 


tures with wonderful effect, have not been 
crowded out; there is abundant evidence that 
the small shops and stores of Philadelphia are 
advertising to an extent paralleled in no other 
large city. On Saturdays The Bulletin prints 
an average of 225 local retail store advertise- 
ments. In addition, The Bulletin on Saturdays 
also carries an average of about 3,000 want 
ads. It might here be noted that The Philadel- 
phia Bulletin is a very strong Want Ad medium 
and practically dominates this class of adver- 
tising six days in the week. 


National advertising is noticeable with good 


sized display; and further than that, local mer- 
chants large and small link right up to it with 
their ads in such proximity to the manufac- 
turer's announcements as to indicate that the 
value of co-operation between local and na- 
tional advertising is understood by the retail- 
ers of Philadelphia, who regularly advertise in 
the The Bulletin. 


The Philadelphia Bulletin has shown that 


advertisers should be no respecter of days, be- 
cause the power*of advertising is sufficient to 
equalize business for merchants and for pu>> 
lishers between the several days of the wesfc 
.that when the volume of business is too W 
on one day and too slack on another, adverti- 
ing will adjust it to the most economical basis. 
The Bulletin has proved it by bringing up -#' 
urday advertising to the level of other days; or 
the week, and demonstrating the absolute fioe • 
ity with which Monday's business follows i • 
It has also shown that the good effect oU* 
vei Using is independent of the day of the *'# 
on which it appears, just so long as it has - 
co-operation ot the retailer.
